Developers 
propose a 
new look for 
Porthcawl’s 
sea front 


A new look is being planned 
for Porthcawl seafront with 
plans unveiled to redevelop the 
Pier Hotel, and also put up a 
second building - in the same 
style - on the site next door. 

At a special meeting of Porthcawl 
Town Council, held in the Pier Hotel, 
owner Steve Rock said he was keen to 
show the plans at an early stage to get 
feedback on the project. 

Councillors agreed that it would 
transform the look of the present end 
of the promenade, where next to the 
Pier Hotel is a great hole in the ground 
- a legacy of Dunraven Court flats, 
which were demolished some years 
ago. 

Councillors were given a presenta¬ 
tion on the plans by Kieren Morgan 
of Boyes Rees Architects, who was at 
pains to emphasise that the project was 
in its early stages. 

He said that the next stage would be 
to move onto more detailed studies of 
any construction issues and the cost of 
materials, etc. 


He said that the team behind the pro¬ 
ject were aware of mixed feelings in 
Porthcawl about the Esplanade House 
building (known by many locals as the 
‘bottle bank’) and they were keen to 
produce a modem building that would 
still be in keeping with the sea front. 

He described Porthcawl as hav¬ 
ing a “modest Victorian facade” so, 
although the proposed buildings would 
be modem, it was intended for them to 
blend in by using similar colours. 

In a discussion that followed, Cllr 
Steve Maitland Thomas asked if the 
buildings would complement the 
soon-to-be-started Maritime Centre, 
which would be across the road, and 
Mr Morgan said that was the intention. 

The plan envisages converting the 
Pier Hotel into apartments, with the 
ground floor available for bars and 
restaurants that would encourage 
people to sit outside on sunny days - 
extending the promenade as a result.

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New carers’ 
wellbeing service 
set to launch 
in Bridgend 


A NEW wellbeing 
service to support 
unpaid carers living 
in Bridgend county 
borough is set to 
launch this spring. 

The ‘Carers Wellbeing 
Serviee’ will give anyone 
who provides unpaid eare 
for a relative, neighbour 
or friend the chanee to 
get information, adviee 
and guidanee about sup¬ 
port available. 

The service is man¬ 
aged by Carers Trust 
South East Wales and 
run in partnership 
with Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC). 

Bridgend county 
borough has a higher 
percentage of carers 
(12.5 per cent) than the 
national average (10 per 
cent) and one of the key 
aims of the new service 
will be to identify people 
with a caring role who 
are not receiving the 
support to which they are 
entitled. 

Carers Trust South 
East Wales chief exec¬ 
utive Gareth Howells 
said: “We have already 
held positive meetings 
with other organisa¬ 
tions supporting carers 
in Bridgend county 


borough and it has been 
great to hear the enthusi¬ 
asm about building local 
partnerships to deliver 
this new service.” 

Cllr Dhanisha Patel, 
cabinet member for well¬ 
being and future gener¬ 
ations at BCBC, said: 
“Before Carers Trust 
South East Wales was 
appointed, a full tender 
process was carried out 
to ensure that this new 
partnership can build on 
the positive work that has 
already been achieved, 
and help the authority 
to maximise the amount 
of support available for 
local residents.”

March was a busy month 
for the Porthcawl NCI 



IN March, the National Coastwatch 
Institution (NCI) in Porthcawl logged and 
monitored 118 commercial vessels, 284 
leisure and 18 others. 

Leisure vessel movements were 61 per cent of all 
vessels logged, and 536 hours of watchkeeping were 
undertaken during the month. 

March was a very busy month for us indeed, with 
eight logged and 15 monitored incidents. The logged 
incidents ranged from Mayday calls to hazards to 
navigation, from missing persons to commercial 
vessel issues. So far in 2019, we have been involved 
with 19 logged incidents compared to 11 in the same 
period in 2018. Thirteen of these incidents have 
involved usage of the surveillance cameras, 10 being 
monitored with the live web link to the Coastguard.

Brexit business 
advice in Bridgend 


BRIDGEND 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) 
is urging any busi¬ 
nesses in the county 
that have not yet 
done so to contact 
the local authority 
or the Bridgend 
Business Forum for 
advice and guidance 
in the event of a 
no-deal Brexit. 

The council’s interim 
chief executive, Mark 
Shephard, said the local 
authority had been 
working with companies 
based within the county 
for some time. 

In an announcement 
read out on his behalf 
at a full council meeting 
in March, he said: “The 
Minister for Economy 
and Transport, Ken 
Skates, has contacted 
all local authorities to 
stress the importance of 
helping businesses make 
adequate preparations 
for the possibility of a 
no-deal Brexit. 

“We have been work¬ 
ing with businesses, but 


there is always the pos¬ 
sibility of a small enter¬ 
prise or a solo trader who 
may not be in contact 
with either the council 
or Bridgend Business 
Forum. 

“I’m asking council¬ 
lors if they can think of 
any individual or busi¬ 
ness based within their 
wards who may fit this 
bill. If so, please encour¬ 
age them to contact the 
authority as soon as 
possible for our expert 
advice and guidance. 

“They can also visit a 
‘Brexit portal’ and com¬ 
plete a self-assessment 
on the Business Wales 
website which will help 
them understand just 
how prepared they are 
for Brexit. Business 
Wales is also organising 
workshops designed to 
help businesses and trad¬ 
ers get ready for Brexit 
and offers a specialist 
helpline.

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Changes to health 
board could lead to 
earlier hip operations 


ON April 1, health 
services in Bridgend 
transferred from one 
health board to another in 
a major boundary change. 

Cwm Taf University Health 
Board, which covers Rhondda 
Cynon Taf and Merthyr Tydfil, 
is now responsible for Bridgend, 
taking over from Abertawe Bro 
Morgannwg University (ABMU) 
Health Board and has changed its 
name to Cwm Taf Morgannwg 
University Health Board. 

At a full council meeting in 
March, the chief executive of the 
Cwm Taf Morgannwg University 
Health Board, Allison Williams, 
told councillors what it would 
mean for patients and staff. 

She said: “We have had some 
concerns raised that people 
will be asked to go to other 
hospitals, particularly for their 
care, but there are no plans for 
that to happen unless there is a 
particular patient choice. One of 
the advantages is there will be 
extended patient choice where 
they access care.” 

Some residents living in 
Bridgend county receive a lot 
of their healthcare in Neath Port 
Talbot and this will continue. 

Ms Williams said: “Out 
of choice and convenience, 
residents in Bridgend access 
an awful lot of their services in 
Neath Port Talbot and we have 
put in arrangements with ABMU 
so that, as long as patients wish 
to receive services there, they 
will be able to.” 

In some cases, waiting lists 
for certain procedures are far 
shorter in Cwm Taf than ABMU, 
and patients will be able to take 
advantage of this. For example, 
in ABMU a patient might have 
to wait up to two years for a hip 
replacement but in Cwm Taf the 
wait is 36 weeks. 

Ms Williams said: “If that 
means people may be offered 
treatment somewhere else for a 
shorter waiting time, that will be 
people’s choice but that wouldn’t 
be something that would be 
enforced.” 

However, according to Clh 
Lyn Walters, there are aheady 
reports of Bridgend residents 
being given appointments in the 
Royal Glamorgan Hospital near 
Llantrisant. 

Ms Williams said even before 
discussions began on the bound¬ 
ary change, a number of patients 
living in Bridgend aheady 
received treatment at the Royal 
Glamorgan and this was due to 
reasons such as GPs being aware 
waiting lists were lower and 
having discussed it with patients. 

She said that there had been 
no deliberate attempt to try and 
move patients as a consequence 


of these changes. 

Patients who have already 
started a term of treatment in 
hospitals in Swansea or Neath 
Port Talbot will be able to 
continue that without having to 
change hospitals. 

Ms Williams said: “We 
have absolutely no intention of 
disrupting continuity of care. A 
lot of the clinicians who work 
in Neath Port Talbot Hospital 
are Princess of Wales clinicians, 
and so for the vast majority of 
patients accessing care, it is a 
non-issue. 

“However, there are some 
patients who have more complex 
healthcare needs such specialist 
cardiology or maxillofacial 
services services at Morriston, 
and there are some visiting con¬ 
sultants from Morriston who do 
clinics in Bridgend to see local 
patients - all of that is going to 
continue. 

“If there is a new episode of 
care, then that’s probably where 
choice will play a greater part.” 

She said: “We are not going 
to see any services that are 
currently fragile get into any 
sudden difficulty from April 1. 
It’s important to recognise there 
are services that are not about 
the Princess of Wales Hospital 
and the same degree of focus 
has taken place on mental health 
services and the transfer of 
community and in-patient mental 
health services. 

“Glanrhyd Hospital will 
become the responsibility of 
Cwm Taf Morgannwg University 
Health Board although the secure 
services at Caswell Clinic will 
remain part of ABMU, because 
that’s a regional service they 
provide on behalf of a wider 
population. 

“We have worked very closely 
with ABMU and we are very 
clear that where things can’t be 
absolutely tied off by April 1 we 
have a transition arrangement to 
ensure there is a safe transition 
of services.” 

Ms Williams said while there 
were no plans for changes to 
services at the moment, she was 
unable to give any guarantees 
there wouldn’t be changes in the 
future. 

She said: “What I can commit 
to is that if there are good 
reasons why services need to 
change at any point in the future 
then we will engage fully with 
the community, undertake a 
public consultation if appropriate 
and necessary and take into con¬ 
sideration the challenges arising 
from those changes.” 

Ms Williams said there would 
be no job losses as a result of the 
boundary change. 

In November, ABMU under¬ 
took a public consultation on 


plans to permanently close the 
day service at Maesteg Hospital 
and transfer it to the Princess of 
Wales Hospital in Bridgend. 

However, the decision was 
postponed with Cwm Taf taking 
over responsibility for health 
services in the county. 

Maesteg West county council¬ 
lor Ross Thomas asked whether 
there would be a “genuine open 
dialogue” on the issue, and Ms 
Williams confirmed there is an 
absolute commitment to work 
openly, transparently and in 
partnership with the community. 

She said: “It’s actually less 
about the day hospital per se 
and more about what is the best 
shape of community services to 
serve the public of which the day 
hospital may, or may not, be a 
part.” 

At the council meeting on 
March 20, Clh Lyn Walters 
raised concerns over the 
funding of services in the new 
organisation. She said: “We are 
all fully aware that over the last 
few years, services in Bridgend 
have been run down and funding 
per capita has been used to prop 
up ABMU. The black hole in 
ABMU needs to be resolved 
outside the new authority, oth¬ 
erwise Cwm Taf is going to get 
dragged in as well to fund that 
black hole.” 

Ms Williams said the funding 
which has transferred across to 
the new organisation is based 
on Bridgend’s population rather 
than what had been spent in the 
past. 

She said: “There are financial 
challenges everywhere - part of 
our work with ABMU is to iden¬ 
tify those areas where there has 
perhaps been under investment 
and we will be looking to try 
and address that. Probably one 
thing we did underestimate was 
how much work this was going 
to involve, because we haven’t 
done an organisational change 
like this before. 

“What we usually do in the 
NHS is split organisations up 
or join them together, we’ve 
never actually taken part of one 
organisation, disaggregated it 
and then joined it with another 
organisation.” 

On April 1, ABMU changed 
its name to Swansea Bay 
University Health Board and it 
now covers Swansea and Neath 
Port Talbot. The change in 
boundary was an administrative 
change and would not affect the 
way patient care is delivered; 
there would be no reduction or 
loss of services, and patients 
would continue to travel to the 
same place as they do now to 
receive their care.

Local MP argues for reducing voting age 


CHRIS Elmore wants the UK 
Government to follow the example of the 
Welsh Government in considering cutting 
the voting age to 16. 

The Ogmore MP said in a Westminster Hall 
debate that the Welsh Government are consulting on 
extending the franchise to 16-year-olds in local gov¬ 
ernment elections and the next National Assembly 
for Wales election. He said: “That is being done 
collectively across all parties in the Assembly. 


“It is interesting to see the different approach 
taken by Government ministers here compared with 
the cross-party approach taken in the Assembly.” 
Mr Elmore suggested there is a need for a franchise 
across the whole UK that goes right across the age 
range, starting at 16. 

He told MPs: “Paying National Insurance is quite 
significant, and people should have a say from the 
time at which they are required to pay tax.”

Cosmology Corner 
with Norman Lloyd - 
4001 and counting... 


L ast month, on March 
12, astronomers cele¬ 
brated the milestone 
discovery of two new exoplan¬ 
ets (planets which orbit distant 
stars), which took the tally of 
known exoplanets through 
the 4,000 mark to 4,001. 

The first three exoplanets were 
discovered in 1990 from the Arecibo 
Observatory in Puerto Rico. As 
they were actually orbiting a pulsar, 
the remnant of a massive star, their 
discovery did not give rise to a great 
deal of excitement at the time. 

Just five years later in 1995, 
however, scientists detected a planet 
orbiting 51 Pegasi, a main sequence 
star, one which is in the same stage of 
its evolution as our Sun. 

Since then, thousands more have 
been discovered including some 
planets in multiple star systems. 
Inhabitants of such worlds would see 
not one but two, or even three suns in 
their skies. 

The visionary short story 
‘Nightfall’ by the famed science 
fiction author Isaac Asimov describes 
the effect on inhabitants of the planet 
Lagash on those occasions when all 
six of its suns happen to have set at 
the same time and the starry night sky 
is seen for the very first time in 2,000 
years. 

At the present time, only 49 of 
the 4,000 known exoplanets are 
potentially habitable. These planets 
have stable orbits around their stars 
in the so-called Goldilocks Zone - a 
distance from their star which is 
neither too close nor too far, allowing 
liquid water to be sustained on the 
planet’s surface. 

We know that here on Earth, 
life can always be found in water 
environments right through the 
temperature range from freezing to 
boiling point, but can life exist on 
a planet without liquid water on its 
surface? No-one knows - yet. 

Some time ago I wrote about 
NASA’s new Transiting Exoplanet 
Survey Satellite (TESS) which is cur¬ 
rently analysing up to 85 per cent of 
the sky. That is more than 300 times 
the area of the sky zone observed by 
the Kepler Space Telescope which 


has detected the lion’s share of 
exoplanets so far, more than 2,700 
in fact. So we can expect many new 
ones to be detected soon. 

Astronomers theorise that our 
Milky Way galaxy might contain 
billions of exoplanets orbiting its 
200 billion stars. We now know that 
even our closest stellar neighbours, 
Proxima Centauri and Barnard’s 
Star, at distances of four and six light 
years respectively, are both orbited 
by planets. 

With such a large number then, it 
does not require a great reach of the 
imagination to speculate that alien life 
may have developed on some of them 
- perhaps even intelligent life. 

Given the age of the universe, 
civilisations may well have evolved 
which are millions of years in 
advance of our own. 

Ever since the advent of radio in 
the early 1900s, scientific investi¬ 
gations have been undertaken in the 
search for evidence of transmissions 
from civilisations on other planets. 

More recently, from the 1980s, 
focused international efforts have 
been ongoing in the Search for 
Extraterrestrial Intelligence (SETI). 
So, if there are indeed advanced 
civilisations out there, why haven’t 
we heard from them? 

That question was first posed in 
1950 by the Italian physicist Enrico 
Fermi and it is now known as Fermi’s 
Paradox, or The Great Silence. Last 
month on March 18, a scientific 
workshop was held at the Paris 
Science Museum at which researchers 
from diverse scientific fields were 
brought together to try to help under¬ 
stand this Great Silence. 

One conjecture from the workshop 
was that extraterrestrials are imposing 
a galactic quarantine on us because 
they consider that it would be cultur¬ 
ally disruptive for us to learn about 
them. 

Another was that, whereas we 
focus on looking for radio or light 
signals, it is likely that civilisations 
which are thousands or millions of 
years ahead of us will have technolo¬ 
gies which are vastly more advanced 
than ours. Your guess is as good as 
theirs.

The existing space between the 
hotel and the ‘hole in the ground’ 
would be re-modelled to be a shel¬ 
tered space where people could relax 
and take in the view over a drink.

On the old Dunraven Court site, 
apartments and a ground floor bar/ 
restaurant would be created at the 
same level as the Pier Hotel building, 
with a basement car park underneath. 

Mr Morgan said that they were 
still looking at different designs, but 
one was aimed at creating flats that 
each had different views, using plenty 
of glass to maximise that view. 

Mr Rock told the councillors that 
he had already been approached by 
a prominent south Wales restaurant 
that was looking for a suitable site in 
Porthcawl, and that a good sea view 
was part of their brief. 

Councillors’ reactions ranged from 
some expressions that it was ’too 
modem’ and concerns over whether

Lilia’s design will 
have pride of place 
along the seafront as a 
reminder of the harmful 
effects of litter on the 
world’s sea life. Designs 
by other children will 
be displayed on streets 
around their schools. 

Over the past month, 
pupils from the five 
schools have been learn¬ 
ing about the negative 
impact of litter on their 
local environment by 
carrying out litter picks 
on nearby streets and 
beaches. 

The children pre¬ 
sented their findings at 
a special event held in 
the Hi-Tide. All of the 
children reported being 
particularly shocked at 
how much plastic they 
discovered and are inter¬ 
ested to see what dif¬ 
ferent types of littering 
trends they’ll discover 
when they carry out 
more litter picks during 
the tourist season. 

Cllr Richard Young, 
BCBC’s cabinet member 
for communities, said: “I 
am extremely impressed 
by the children’s pas¬ 
sion and determination 
to clean up their town. 
The children have told 
us how much they hate 
to see rubbish, how sad 
it makes them to think 
of sea creatures being 
damaged by litter, and 
how no-one ever wants 
to step in dog poo. 

Cllr Hywel Williams, 
the Deputy Leader 
of BCBC, said: “Here 
in Bridgend County 
Borough we spend 
around £L5m on pick¬ 
ing up litter each year. 
Surely local taxpayers 
would rather help pre¬ 
vent litter in the first 
place, and spend money 
on other essential ser¬ 
vices instead? 

“I am a firm believer 
that education is the best 
way to combat littering, 
so where better to start 
than in schools.” 

The initiative has 
also been endorsed by 
Porthcawl Town Mayor, 
Cllr Norah Clarke, who 
said: “I was amazed 
to discover quite how 
much plastic the children 
found during their litter 
picks. Interestingly, 
the children didn’t find 


many carrier bags, 
which is a sign of the 
impact being made by 
the introduction of a car¬ 
rier bag charge, but they 
did find lots of single use 
plastics such as bottles 
and packaging. As a 
seaside town, we have 
a duty to look after not 
just our streets but our 
coastline too, so please 
be responsible with your 
rubbish.”

“We’ve been really 
proud of how all the 
local schools have got 
behind the ‘Porthcawl... 
Love It, Don’t Trash It’ 
project. The students 
worked really hard on the 


litter picks, and clearly 
put a lot of thought and 
effort into their posters. 
Their final presentations 
were outstanding and we 
hope that all the students 
involved carry on with 
their infectious enthu¬ 
siasm to get the rest 
of their schoolfriends 
equally motivated to 
keep Porthcawl tidy!”

He had 
climbed the rickety escape ladder, car¬ 
rying bags and pieces of rigid plastic 
and two heavy old vehicle tyres. He 
then planned to carry these back to his 
car, which was a considerable distance 
again, over a mile each time. 

Thank you to this generous spirited 


person, who had come down from 
Gloucester to visit his girlfriend in 
Bridgend, and thanks to the farm who 
allowed us to access the piles via their 
property. 

I took six bags to the amenity site 
and - you guessed it -1 had to empty 
each bag individually to prove they 
just contained plastic. 

While I was emptying the very 
last bag, a woman dumped perfectly 
good plastic toddler toys, large 
plastic storage boxes (charity shops, 
and women’s refuges welcome such 
donations) into the general waste. 

She could have saved herself the 
climb; there is a ground level bin 
for large rigid plastic, which she had 
parked right next to.

^Better enforcement on fouling, 
parking and littering needed’ 


PEOPLE in Bridgend are 
getting away with fiy-tip- 
ping and parking infringe¬ 
ments despite being caught, 
a councillor who is calling 
for better enforcement has 
said. 

During the past year, 76 fines 
were issued for fly-tipping in the 
eounty but almost two thirds were 
waived with just 19 being paid. 

While a total of 8,531 fines 
were issued for parking infringe¬ 
ments, 1,355 of those were never 
paid because they were waived. 

When it comes to putting out 
the rubbish, there were 11 fines 
issued for not complying with reg¬ 
ulations but almost half have been 
waived, with five still pending and 
just one fine actually paid. 

There were no fines for dog 
fouling or littering. 

Speaking at a Bridgend County 
Borough Council (BCBC) meeting 
in March, Clh Matthew Voisey 
said he was shocked at some of 
the figures. 

The Oldcastle ward councillor 
said: “The number of tickets 
which are waived almost gives 
the public impunity to go around 
littering, allowing their dogs to 
foul and to not comply with waste 
disposal regulations. 


“It is really not acceptable. 
What are officers and the cab¬ 
inet going to do about the lack 
of enforcement on littering and 
dog fouling, and other anti-social 
behaviour around parking and 
fly-tipping?” 

Deputy leader Hywel Williams 
said: “We recognise the issue of 
dog fouling and littering and we 
are happy to announce that from 
the end of April, we will have an 
enforcement team in place and 
they will be out on the ground and 
issuing fixed-penalty notices. 

“It is not the council’s fault that 
people are allowing their dogs 
to foul in public places, but it is 
something we are taking action 
on.” 

Officers said a contract for lit¬ 
ter and dog fouling enforcement 
had been awarded to an external 
company. 

Zak Shell, head of neighbour¬ 
hood services, said: “This time 
next year we hope to see some 
substantial figures in the number 
of fines being issued for both 
littering and dog fouling. 

“Potentially, the enforcement 
powers will increase to not just 
taking action over dog fouling and 
littering but issues like not carry¬ 
ing dog poo bags when walking 
your dog, which demonstrates you 


have no intent to pick up the mess. 

“Steps are being taken to 
improve the situation and they are 
being taken on a no-cost basis, in 
that the award of contract is not 
one that is expected to be a cost to 
the authority - it is expected to be 
one that generates enough income 
to pay for itself.” 

Mr Shell told councillors that 
waived penalties for parking 
infringements were dealt with by 
a processing department working 
on behalf of a number of local 
authorities in Wales. 

He said: “They will consider 
various categories and arguments 
of relevant mitigation that result 
in penalties being waived. 

“It could be that a resident who 
has parked on double yellow lines 
is able to park there but has forgot¬ 
ten to display their blue badge, or 
somebody has parked in a loading 
bay but is able to show evidence 
they are connected with a property 
nearby. 

“With fly-tipping, we don’t just 
let people off the hook lightly; we 
take everything on a case-by-case 
basis. 

“Ultimately we’re interested 
in a behaviour change, not 
punishment.”

Share The Load project to improve 
mental health in rural community 



“ONE in four 
people will suffer a 
mental health issue 
in their lifetime, 
with agriculture 
carrying one of the 
highest rates of 
suicide.” 

These were the 
sobering statistics from 
Emma Picton-Jones, 
founder of The DPI 
Foundation, when she 
spoke to NFU Cymru 
staff. 

The NFU Cymru 
team listened avidly as 
Emma, who recently 
delivered a full day’s 
mental health training 
to the team, gave an 
emotional account of 
the reason she set up the 
charity in July 2016 and 
explained all the great 
work the foundation 
had achieved in recent 
years. 

The DPJ Foundation 
aims to support people 
in rural communities 
affected by mental 
health issues, especially 
men in the agricultural 
sector, and aims to 
break down the stigma 
that surrounds mental 
health. 

NFU Cymru Head 
of Operations, Kevin 
Owen, said: “Farming 
can be an isolated 
profession, it’s hugely 
traditional and often 
carries a resistance 


towards seeking help. 
Farmers are at the 
mercy of the elements 
and many factors are 
out of their control. All 
these issues combined 
can contribute to 
depression and anxiety, 
and if not dealt with, 
can slowly spiral out of 
control. 

“With this in mind, 
we organised mental 
health awareness train¬ 
ing as we believe now 
more than ever we must 
all be talking about 
mental health and the 
many ways that people 
can seek help - this was 
the first in a series of 
training sessions to be 


rolled out across our 
network in Wales.” 

NFU Cymru’s mes¬ 
sage to all is to look out 
for your family, friends 
and neighbours and if 
you notice a change 
in their personality 
or appearance, talk to 
them. Starting up a con¬ 
versation and listening 
to their problems is the 
best way to understand 
their issues and further 
assess what support they 


may wish to access. 
Farming is one big 
community - we must 
all take responsibility 
in looking out for those 
in need.

F irstly, 

I want to 
congratulate 
everyone at Barry 
Town United for 
qualifying for the 
Europa League 
and express how 
proud we all are of 
their achievements 
this season. Gavin 
Chesterfield and 
his team have done 
an excellent job 
and I wish them 
every success going 
forward. 

On the key issues 
impacting the Vale, last 
week the Environment 
and Regeneration 
Scrutiny Committee 
discussed the proposal 
to introduce parking 
charges. I sent com¬ 
ments to the committee, 
strongly setting out my 
opposition to charges. 
We have learned that 
the charges would 
do little in terms of 
bringing in revenue 
for the local authority 
but would present a 
major challenge to local 
traders. 

Businesses in 
Cowbridge, Llantwit 
Major and Barry, 
particularly on Barry 
Island, have worked 
hard with the local 
authority to build a 
destination for visitors, 
which attracts people 
and creates jobs. Barry 
Island recently featured 
in the Department for 
International Trade’s 
prospectus for invest¬ 
ment opportunities at a 
global summit. We need 
to continue to embrace 
opportunities and resist 
tlmowing up barriers 
to investment and 
progress. 

I’m pleased that 
councillors at the scru¬ 
tiny meeting listened to

our concerns and rec¬ 
ommended changes to 
the proposals. However, 
readers should note that 
this is only one step in 
the process and the fight 
against parking charges 
isn’t over yet. 

Another matter 
causing deep concerns 
to teachers, parents and 
governors as we enter 
the new financial year 
is the underfunding of 
local schools and the 
consequences this has 
on school budgets. 

I have serious 
concerns about the 
current state of school 
funding in the Vale by 
the Welsh Government, 
which puts the Vale 
at the bottom of the 
funding table. That’s 
why I have written to 
Jane Hutt AM to ask 
that she works with me 
and others on a cross¬ 
party approach to tackle 
this issue. 

The Welsh 

Government’s funding 
formula works against 
the Vale, compared with 
other local authorities 
in Wales. The data sets 
that are being used are 
20 years old, again 
prejudicing against the 
Vale. 

I have tried once 


before to organise a 
cross-party campaign to 
the Welsh Government 
seeking a change. 
Unfortunately, the 
response from other 
political parties at that 
time was disappointing, 
to say the least, and the 
Welsh Government’s 
reply was that to change 
the formula, all 22 
local authorities would 
have to agree. Clearly, 
this is highly unlikely 
to happen when some 
would become worse 
off - even if more 
equitable. 

The Welsh 

Government also said 
that they were merely 
passing on Westminster 
cuts to schools. This is 
wholly wrong. Within 
the first six months of 
becoming the Secretary 
of State for Wales, 

I negotiated a new 
funding formula with 
the Treasury and with 
the Welsh Government. 
Wales now receives 
£120 for every £100 
spent in England. Mark 
Drakeford, the then 
Finance Minister agreed 
at the time that it was a 
fair settlement. 

In the meantime, this 
remains an issue and 
presents a significant 
challenge to local 
schools. I will again 
try to organise a cross 
party campaign to seek 
changes and I am hope¬ 
ful that we can achieve 
a positive outcome for 
pupils in the Vale. 

Finally, at the end of 
this month. I’m running 
my eighth London 
Marathon to raise 
funds for Dementia 
Revolution and Guide 
Dogs Cymru. Although 
recent events have 
meant that I haven’t 
quite managed to keep 
training on track, the 
thought of supporting 
these charities and the 
incredible work that 
they do will no doubt 
get me over the line. 

I’ve been working 
with both of these 
incredibly important 
charities recently and 
I’m really looking for¬ 
ward to playing a role 
supporting them.

Shazam is assured, but doesn’t 
quite have the magic touch... 


T he dceu 

is starting to 
lighten up. 

While Wonder 
Woman was a step into a 
brighter future, critically 
and commercially, 
AquamaWs sense of fun 
and scale (and a box 
office take of over $1 
billion) means that the 
universe seems to be 
embracing brevity over 
brutality. 

The latest DC film is 
Shazam, which tells the 
story of Billy Batson 
(Asher Angel), a foster 
child who moves into a 
group foster home and 
immediately draws the 
attentions of Freddie 
Freeman (Jack Dylan 
Grazer). 

When Billy is magi¬ 
cally transported from 
a train carriage to the 
sanctum of The Wizard 
(Djimon Hounsou), he 
is bequeathed powers 
he can access via the 
use of a single word - 
‘Shazam’ - which turns 
him into Zachary Levi’s 
hero with super-strength 
and the ability to fly, 
among other things.

Eager to use his skills 
for good, Billy soon 
finds himself tested 
when the dangerous Dr 
Thaddeus Sivana (Mark 
Strong) decides he 
wants Billy’s powers for 
himself - and will stop 
at nothing to get them... 

Conscious or not, the 
arrival of Shazam is a 
definite upturn in terms 
of bringing a sense 
of fun to the DCEU 
(there’s no way you can 
imagine this character, 
especially as portrayed 
here, showing up in 
Zack Snyder’s Batman 
vs Superman for exam¬ 
ple). But those hoping 
for a Wonder Woman or 
Aquaman-esque upturn 
in quality will be a little 
disappointed, as while 
Shazam is certainly no 
disaster, neither is it a 
film that resonates. 

Much of the problem 
lies in the dreaded 
‘origin story’; never an 
easy place to start for 
a filmmaker, and espe¬ 
cially when the universe 
coming to life here is so 
rich, it struggles often 
under the weight of 
its own narrative, and 
then, when established, 
doesn’t offer anything 
particularly original. 

While it doesn’t quite 
play ‘join the dots’, 
it does use well-worn

tropes and uses them 
without undercutting 
them. 

But its most obvious 
touchstone lies not in the 
world of superheroes, 
but in the world of Tom 
Hanks 1980s comedies 
- while comparisons to 
Big are fairly obvious 
(and, in one scene, riffed 
on smartly) there is a 
strong sense of that film 
being channelled here, 
which helps to lend it an 
airy, lighthearted tone in 
the main. 

The casting is pretty 
spot-on: Asher Angel 
as the damaged Billy is 
smart yet emotionally 
vulnerable, while Jack 


Dylan Grazer as the 
superhero-obsessed 
Freddie (cue plenty 
of subtle references to 
DC films of the past) 
is smart-mouthed and 
immensely likeable. 

It hangs on the 
performance of Zachary 
Levi, however, whose 
man-child in a cape is 
wonderfully realised. 
Levi has smart comic 
timing and convinces 
that, while he has the 
body of an Olympian, 
he has the mindset of a 
teenager. 

The performances 
around them are all 
likeable enough, but 
Mark Strong’s villainous 
Sivana doesn’t really 
connect. The story at 
least tries to give him a 
backstory that funnels 
his modern-day moti¬ 
vations but, along with 
his CGI sidekicks, not 
even an actor as skilled 
in onscreen villainy as 
Strong (his second DC 
villain after playing 
Sinestro in 2011’s 
unconnected Green 
Lantern) can convince. 

Having built his 
reputation in the horror 
genre, David F Sandberg 
may seem like an out-of- 
the-box choice to helm 
a lighthearted superhero 
film, but he shows a 
steady and assured hand. 


There are moments 
where his horror past 
comes out to play (a 
boardroom sequence 
is chilling, even with 
a 12A rating), but he 
seems to relish playing 
in this world and does a 
decent, if unspectacular, 
job. 

What it lacks is that 
extra bit of excitement: 
that magic dust that 
makes the ordinary 
extraordinary; the char¬ 
acter of Shazam is one 
that is extremely inter¬ 
esting, and, should they 
make further films, there 
is plenty of potential 
there - however, for his 
debut outing, he’s just a 
little too ordinary. 

VERDICT: Another 
DC hero makes his big- 
screen bow, and while 
lacking the elegant poise 
of Wonder Woman or 
the underwater craziness 
of Aquaman, Shazam 
offers a steady and 
assured debut. David 
F Sandberg’s direction 
ticks the boxes and the 
cast are all superb com¬ 
pany, but it lacks that 
magic touch to lift it to 
another level. Enjoyable.

We are 
going to celebrate Ben’s 
birthday in the way that 
he would: surrounded 
by people and trying to 
focus on the positive. 

“We have chosen 
to support the work of 
Welsh Hearts, and all 
proceeds will be going to 
them. We chose Welsh 
Hearts because we 
believe in the work that 
they are doing to install 
defibrillators across 
Wales and to offer heart 
screening. 

“Ben was also so 
proud to be Welsh! We 
don’t know if screening 
would have helped Ben, 
and unfortunately on 
the day, the defibrillator 
wasn’t able to save his 
life, but at least we know 
that he was given that 
chance. We believe that 
everyone should be given 
the same chance if they 
find themselves, or a 
loved one in a similar 
situation.” 

Since 2013 Welsh 
Hearts has played a 


leading role in improving 
heart health in Wales. 
This is vitally important 
work, since one third of 
all deaths in the country 
are as the result of cardi¬ 
ovascular disease. 

To date they have 
supplied over 1,500 
defibrillators, trained 
over 52,000 people in 
defibrillator and CPR 
training and screened 
over 2,500 young hearts 
for abnormalities. 

The charity’s heart 
screening initiative, 
which has been backed 
by former Wales Rugby 
captain Sam Warburton, 
involves a test which 
helps detect previously 
undiagnosed heart condi¬ 
tions in 10-45 year olds. 

The McDonald family 
recently attended the 
delivery of a petition to 
the Senedd with Welsh 
Hearts charity director 
Sharon Owen, request¬ 
ing that heart screening 
become mandatory for 
all 10-35 year olds. 

“It’s our mission to 
continue to provide 
defibrillators throughout 
Wales, to continue to 


grow the army of indi¬ 
viduals who are fully 
trained in CPR and defi¬ 
brillator use, and to lead 
the campaign for better 
awareness of cardiovas¬ 
cular health in Wales. 

“We’re so grateful 
to Ben’s family for 
choosing to support us 
during what has been an 
incredibly difficult time 
for them. It’s been an 
honour to get to know 
the people closest to Ben, 
and their resilience has 
been inspiring.” 

Confirmed acts for 
The BenJam include 
Dyme, Jellis and Jacob 
Sparkes with more to be 
announced. There will 
also be a raffle, with 
some incredible prizes 
including CIWW vouch¬ 
ers, Glamorgan T20 
tickets, food and drinks 
vouchers for a selection 
of bars and restaurants 
across Cardiff, quad bik¬ 
ing vouchers and more. 

A Welsh rugby shirt, 
signed by the team the 
day after they won the 
Grand Slam this year will 
also be auctioned off for 
the charity, along with 
a rugby ball signed by 
Welsh Hearts ambassa¬ 
dor and former Wales 
Rugby captain Sam 
Warburton.

IT was a bright, 
warm sunny 

morning when 14 
Valeways walkers 
joined John at the 
Sportsman’s Rest in 
Peterston-super-Ely 
for a morning walk. 
Instead of going 
north across the 
railway, the group 
opted to go south 
towards Kingsland. 

Leaving the village, 
they crossed the river Ely 
using the bridge built in 
1869 by Thomas Miller, 
whose name is inscribed 
in a plaque on the bridge. 
They headed uphill, pass¬ 
ing Croes-y-Parc Baptist 
Chapel, built in 1843 to 
seat 500 worshippers 
and the site of the grave 
of Dafydd Williams, a 
noted hymn writer. 

They walked as far as 
the entrance to Kingsland 
where they left the road, 
crossed Kingsland’s 
drive and continued 
uphill over field before 
arriving at St Nicholas. A 
path alongside the school 
playing field led them to 
a road and turning right, 
they walked behind 
the newly-thatched 
Blacksmith’s cottages 
and crossed the A48. 

Crossing fields with 
views ahead and behind 
them, they arrived at 
Tinkinswood Burial 
Chamber. Believed to 
be around 6,000 years 
old, the communal burial 
chamber is one of two 
in the area, and when 


excavated in 1914, the 
remains of 50 bodies 
were found. 

Crossing Dyffryn 
Lane, they walked 
towards the Downs and 
then back over the A48 
to cross the peaceful 
Natural Burial Ground 
into Haelfaes and a small 
valley, stopping for 
a while to watch twin 
lambs being bom. 

They joined the track 
from St Nicholas to 
Homri and then headed 
downhill over fields to 
reach the Wyndham Park 
estate, built in the early 
1900s and part of the pro¬ 
posed Glyn Cory Garden 
Village development, 
influenced by the ideas 
of Ebenezer Howard to a 
plan devised by Thomas 
Adams in consultation 
with the garden designer, 
TH Mawson. 

The group crossed 
the river by the modem 
footbridge to arrive 
back at the start where 
a warm welcome was 
waiting in the pub. Many 
thanks to the staff at the 
Sportsman’s Rest for 
their hospitality and the 
use of the car park.

Farmers’ union 
says that meat 
production 
statistics do not 
apply to Wales 


RECENT reports 
highlighting the 
large quantities of 
water needed to pro¬ 
duce meat and dairy 
products are well 
wide of the mark 
in Wales, where it’s 
mainly rain water 
which irrigates the 
lush pastures, a 
spokesman for the 
Farmers’ Union of 
Wales (FUW) has 
said. 

Such reports are based 
on global figures which 
group together the exten¬ 
sively-reared cattle and 
sheep of Wales with the 
intensive farms of the 
US. 

“Here the majority of 
stock benefit from green 
water, the worldwide 
definition of the rainfall 
that is used at the place 
where it falls,” said 
Charlotte Priddy, FUW 
policy officer.” 

Although no studies 
currently focus on Wales, 
one looking at beef and 
lamb water footprints 
in England showed 84 
per cent and 97 per cent 


respectively as ‘green’. 

Charlotte added: “It is 
so important to consider 
water use in context. In 
a temperate, wet climate 
such as Wales, grassland 
water requirements are 
adequately met by this 
green water from rainfall. 
Even when grey water is 
considered, more than 80 
per cent of water con¬ 
sumption for beef and 
lamb production in the 
UK is rainfall. 

“Meanwhile British 
supermarkets are selling 
thousands of to nn es of 
avocados from Chile, 
where villagers claim 
water is being diverted 
from illegal pipes to irri¬ 
gate their crops, causing 
wells to dry up. It takes 
74 gallons of water to 
produce one pound of 
avocados, cehumboldt. 
ucanr.edu/?blogtag=avo- 
cado&blogasset=23438. 

“By eating local, sea¬ 
sonal produce wherever 
possible, following the 
full story of the foods 
you eat, you can have 
peace of mind about 
water use and also reduce 
carbon emissions,” she 
added.

Has the GEM been 
biased over Brexit? 


W E noted and appre¬ 
ciated Mr Cairns’ 
thanks regarding 
the politeness and respectful 
behaviour of the audience 
at his public meeting at the 
Duke of Wellington pub last 
week (GEM letters, April 4). 

However we are disappointed that 
he continues to ignore those of us who 
avidly wish to remain in the EU, par¬ 
ticularly as we make up the majority 
of the electorate in the Vale - more 
than half in fact, according to the 
2016 referendum result. 

It is clear from his letter that Mr 
Cairns is afraid of the pro-Brexit 
lobby and is thus voting accordingly 
(or not at all). Mr Cairns should 
represent ALL of his constituents, not 
just those who voted to leave. 

He would be well advised not to 
ignore his remain-supporting constit¬ 
uents - over 8,000 people in the Vale 
(11 per cent of the electorate) have 
already signed the six million signa¬ 
ture petition to revoke Article 50 and 
remain in the EU. Mr Cairns will no 
doubt be aware of this and should take 
serious note that this figure represents 
many thousands more votes than his 
current majority (2,190). 

Vale of Glamorgan for Europe is 
a polite voice for remain, but we are 
also a very powerful voice, an active 
part of a large and influential network 
across both Wales and the UK. It 
is abundantly clear, as we have 
demonstrated numerous times in our 
surveys across the Vale, that more and 
more people now want Brexit to just 
go away, be stopped and not be con¬ 
stantly discussed in the media all the 
time. The best way for this to happen 
is for the whole process to be halted 
and for the UK to remain in the EU. 

As Jacob Rees-Mogg helpfully 
pointed out only last Friday morning, 
the UK is a powerful force in Europe 
and clearly should remain so. The 
best deal for Wales (and the UK as a 
whole) is not May’s deal or a Corbyn- 
May deal, but the one we already 
have with the EU. Mr Cairns would 
do well to remember that and should 
be in no doubt that his voting record 
on Brexit thus far has already greatly 
endangered his chances of re-election 
in the Vale. 

We also note that although The 
GEM has claimed to be non-partisan 
and as a result refused to publish 
articles sent to the paper regarding 
the activities of Vale for Europe, they 
have been perfectly happy to publish 
Mr Cairns’ pro-Brexit views both in 
his letter and the corresponding article 
on page 4 of last week’s edition with¬ 
out once mentioning the very active 
pro-remain side of the Vale. 

This is not in any way non-partisan 
and shows The GEM does not 


actually respect the neutral editorial 
stance the paper claims to have. We 
sincerely hope that in the interest 
of full disclosure, that this week 
you will publish our letter in full as 
an alternative view to those of Mr 
Cairns. It is also incumbent on our 
local newspaper to inform its readers 
that a very large, active and respected 
pro-remain group exists in the Vale.

The GEM totally rejects the two 
claims in this letter. The very short 
account of the meeting in Cowbridge 
simply recorded that it took place, 
and that the atmosphere had been 
civilised, and that Mr Cairns repeated 
his position that he had voted remain 
but accepted the decision to leave. 

In terms of Brexit coverage in 
general. The GEM took the view 
some time ago that readers were in 
danger of being swamped by Brexit 
rhetoric. Almost every daily national 
newspaper devotes between three and 
six pages a day to the subject, so the 
idea that The GEM could offer some 
sort of weekly round-up, for instance, 
was never a practical proposition. 

Remember also that The GEM 
is a small, local newspaper, and a 
comprehensive coverage of Brexit 
requires a political correspondent, 
a business correspondent, an eco¬ 
nomics correspondent, and a foreign 
correspondent. 

Why does a newspaper need all 
those experts? Simply to put in 
context the various claims made by 
both sides that have contributed to a 
heated, potentially overwhelming and 
frequently toxic debate. 

Has The GEM handled this 
correctly? To be frank, we are not 
sure. We would welcome the views of 
ordinary readers on this matter. 

The GEM also asked Alun Cairns 
MP to respond. 

He said: “I fully appreciate the 
strong feeling on both sides of the 
Brexit debate and I have taken into 
consideration the wide-ranging 
concerns at my public meetings on 
Brexit, which I have held across the 
Vale of Glamorgan. I am also holding 
another such meeting on Saturday in 
Barry. 

“The local authority area, which 
includes Penarth, voted to Remain 
by 50.73 per cent. The House of 
Commons Library’s independent 
research shows that the Vale of 
Glamorgan Parliamentary constitu¬ 
ency (which does not include Penarth) 
voted to Leave by 52.6 per cent. My 
personal vote at the 2016 Referendum 
was to Remain but I am committed 
to honouring the outcome of the 
referendum.”

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Does the Vale 
get its fair share 
of funding 
for education? 


A Penarth primary school 
head teacher has said he is 
concerned about how he can 
deliver Wales’ new curriculum 
because of the squeeze in fund¬ 
ing from Welsh Government. 

Mr Steve Rees of Evenlode Primary 
Sehool said things had got more 
diffieult over the last four or five 
years, that he’d lost 11 staff in three 
years and that he was eoneemed as to 
whether the Vale was getting its fair 
share of funding. The sehool hires out 
its hall to make money and Mr Rees 
has sometimes eleaned the toilets and 
hoovered floors to prepare faeilities 
for users. 

The Leader of the Vale Couneil, 
Cllr John Thomas said the Vale had 
some of the best schools and teaching 
staff in Wales but their work was 
being undermined by a “flawed fund¬ 
ing system”. 

He said: “The Welsh Government 
claims that the Vale funds its schools 
at a lower level than any other local 
authority in Wales. There is a failure 
to acknowledge that we receive the 
lowest level of funding for education 
from Welsh Government in the first 
instance, as a result of a flawed for¬ 
mula designed by Welsh Government. 

While it may have once been 
effective, this formula has not been 
reviewed for 18 years and relies on 
data gathered in the 1991 census. 

“It simply beggars belief that the 
funding of possibly the most important 
area of our work is determined by 
data that is almost 30 years old. Both 
Cllr Penrose, my cabinet member for 
learning and culture, and myself have 
raised concerns about this directly 


with Welsh Government on numerous 
occasions. 

“The responses I have received 
have given me absolutely no confi¬ 
dence in the methodology used to 
distribute education funding across 
Wales. Perhaps more worryingly, they 
have also shown a complete unwill¬ 
ingness to reconsider their approach 
or to address any of the clear flaws that 
have been raised, preferring instead to 
bat this issue back to local authorities 
to resolve.” 

A Welsh Government spokesperson 
said: “School funding is the responsi¬ 
bility of local authorities and we note 
that the Vale of Glamorgan spends the 
least per pupil in the whole of Wales. 

“Every local authority must have a 
school budget forum - as set out in law 
- where schools have the opportunity 
to influence the funding decisions their 
authorities make. Local authorities 
must also consult their schools budget 
forums and all schools in their area 
when setting a funding formula. 

“We recognise that to continue 
to raise standards, our schools and 
teachers need additional support. That 
is why we recently announced the 
single biggest investment for teachers 
since devolution - a £24m package of 
professional learning to support the 
new curriculum, giving schools the 
time and resources they need.” 

The spokesman added: “It is impor¬ 
tant to note that Welsh Government 
has presented local authorities, includ¬ 
ing the Vale of Glamorgan, with 
proposals to update the 1991 census 
related element of the current funding 
formula for local government, how- 
ever this proposal was not pursued.”

The char¬ 
ity is named after the 
Halifax-born Wales RL 
international who died on 
the field whilst playing 
for Keighley Cougars on 
May 3, 2015 affer suffer¬ 
ing a cardiac arrest that 
was caused by a previous 
undetected, hereditary, 
heart disease.
